Ths  following  extracts  from  the 
tax  laws  may  be  of  interest  to  our 
readers:  "All  taxes  are  due  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January  in  each 
year.  Personal  property  tax  be- 
comesdelinquent  March  first,  when 
a  penalty  often  per  cent  is  added. 
Personal  property  taxes  unpaid 
April  first  are  collected  by  the 
Sheriff.  June  first  a  penalty  of 
ten  per  cent  is  adde<l  to  all  unpaid 
real  estate  tax,  and  said  tax  will 
become  delinquent  on  the  first 
Mondav  of  January  following  when 
an  additional  penalty  of  five  per 
cent  is  added.  Tax  sale  takes  place 
on  the  first  Monday  of  May  ioU 
lowing."

Tho  Hag  Pickers  of  Paris. 

In  Paris  the  privilege  of  removing  and 
overhauling  the  city's  debris  is  farmed  out 
to  largo  contnoctors,  who  hire  chiffoniers, 
OS  French  rag  pickers  are  called,  who  go 
out  at  nlghtfatl  with  their  hotte,  or  square 
basket,  buckled  over  their  shoulder  an*' 
grub  over  tlie  pilea  of  ashes  and  sweeping! 
which  have  been  placed  In  the  streets. 
They  take  everything  of  the  slightest 
value  down  to  the  smallest  pieces  of  wood 
and  bits  of  bread,  and  carry  their  burdent 
to  the  contractors'  warehouses.  They  are 
poorly  paid,  reside  in  squalid  quarters,  ex- 
ist for  a  few  sous  a  day  at  the  rag  picker's 
restaurant,  indulge  in  some  of  the  gayetics 
of  life,  such  as  attending  a  chiltonier's 
ball,  and  are  members  of  a  well  organized 
rag  pickers'  mutual  benefit  society.  Tht 
agreement  into  which  the  contractors  en- 
ter with  the  municipal  authorities  coni|)el 
tho  former  to  remove  the  city  refuse  within 
certain  hours  and  gives  them  the  sole 
power  of  .-ippointing  chiffoniers.  All  other 
persons  who  overhaul  the  household  oif- 
Bcourings  are  amenable  to  a  city  ordinance. 
Conscriuciitly  it  is  no  unusual  thing  for 
over  4,000,UOO  francs  worth  of  old  rags, 
bones,  eto.,  to  be  taken  out  of  the  collec- 
tions of  the  7,000  chiffoniers.— Brooklyn 
Euglc. 

Snetr  Slide  In  the  Hma  Juan. 

An  old  miner  described  a  snow  slide  In 
the  San  Juan.  He  said  the  awful  grandeur 
of  such  a  scene  was  indescribable.  The 
snow  usually  came  roaring  down  at  night 
when  tlie  voice  of  the  wln«l  w.-ui  sobbing 
and  moaning  through  the  pine  trees  as  if 
it  were  some  human  thing  sent  forth  to 
roam  alxmt  the  earth  through  all  the  ages. 
There  was  tuually  a  high  wind,  a  great 
crash,  and  then  for  a  time  all  was  chaos, 
and  he  tliat  come  out  alive  thanked  his 
lucky  stars  and  prepared  to  move  his  cabin 
to  sonte  warmer  clime.

Henry  B.  Stanton  recently  died  in 
{few  York  at  nearly  80  years  of  age.

He  became  interested  in  the  anti- slav- 
ery agitation,  and  left  everything  to 
•nsage  in  a  crusade  against  slavery. 
Wherever  his  voice  could  be  heard  he 
spoke  for  human  freedom,  rapidly  es- 
tablishing a  lame  as  a  speaker  second 
only  to  that  of  Wendell  Phillips.  But 
he  retired  from  the  rostrum  some 
25  years  ago  and  engaged  in  newspa- 
per work,  and  his^me  was  entirely 
overshadowed  and  forgotten  in  the 
prominence  achieved  by  his  wife  Eliz- 
abeth Cady  Stanton, 


The  final  estimates  of  the  cereal 
cropu  of  the  counti  y  for  the  season  of 
1886  show  that  the  wheat  crop  turns 
out  almost  exactly  100.000,000 
bushels  mora  than  in  the  short  crop 
year  of  1885,  being  reported  at  457,- 
218,000  bushels.

"aoldlcra"  relief  committee."  No  i-.erson  shall  re- 
ceive more  ilian  *3  vev  week,  cxeep:  for  medical 
attenilauoe. 

A  vast  number  of  local  bills  were  intro- 
duced and  soon  passed.

Tbo  Newell  bill  for  the  aboiiabment  of  the 
stato  board  of  Immigration  was  recom- 
mended to  pass. 

Mr.  Eoeors'  bill  amending  aubdlvlaion  1. 
Feetion  210,  chapter  (50,  General  Statutes  ot 
1878,  was  leconiinended  to  paaa. 

The  Reyes  bill,  amendinjj  chapter  21, 
General  Laws,  relating  to  the  forecloaure  ol 
mortgapea  on  real  estate  by  advertisement, 
waa  recotnraendcd  to  pa.ss. 

The  soldiers'  relief  bill  introduced  into  the 
house  by  Mr.  Keyes  of  lUce  contains  many 
new  and  econoniio  features  not  contalnod  in 
the  other  bills  introduced  and  laid  aside. 
The  bill  provides: 

In  each  comity  of  the  state  there  is  to  be  es- 
tabllabed  a  permanent  tund  to  be  known  aa  the 
aoldiers*  r.  llet  fund.  Each  connty  auditor 
ahall  annually  add  to  the  tax  lovy  In  hia  connty 
ono-tenth  ot  one  mill  on  cncli  dollar  of  valua- 
tion: said  tax.  w.iea  collected,  to  conatltute 
this  fund.  Thia  fund  is  to  be  disbursed  by  the 
conntv  conunlsaiontra  to  the  fndiiient  volunteer 
ex-soldier»,  their  widowa.  orphans,  cte.  Each 
board  of  counlv  com  mlaslouors  shall  have  a 
soldiers' relief  coramitt;e.  but  no  one  can  serve 
on  such  cornmltteo  unless  be  haa  served  aa  a 
Boldier  or  sailor.  Liata  of  all  the  needy 
Boldlora  In  the  count  lea  and  by  commisaioner'a 
dlatricts  shall  tie  accurately  kept. 

For  four  hours  and  a  half  yesterday  after- 
noon the  bouae  manffled  and  tussled  over 
Insnrance  bills  In  the  main  and  minor  mat^ 
tera  on  the  side.  To  a  certain  exteut  the 
debate  was  a  juprgle  of  words,  calculated  to 
make  every  one  weary,  and  which  ended  in 
a  personal  row  between  Mr.  Donnelly  and 
Mr.  Potter  over  the  erantinir  of  a  par- 
liamentary coui-tesy.  General  house  orders 
coverlnir  sixteen  house  and  two  senate  bills 
were  taken  up  the  ttrst  thinK-  When  nlno 
of  these  measures  had  been  disposed  of 
withont  much  deliy  the  bill  of  Mr.  Ryan  re- 
lating to  the  payment  of  losses  by  insur- 
ance companies  and  known  as  the  "valued 
policy"  bill  came  up  In  the  house  of  the  whole.

Grand  opera  honae  In  the  city  of  St.  Paul  on 
Sunday  evenine.  Jan.  .'iO.  an  Intimation  was 
given  to  the  public  of  the  state  of  MiEneaota  by 
the  ^pt;al;ers  who  addressed  aald  meetina  that 
tho  meml>er«  of  the  state  legislature  now  In  aoi- 
alon.  and  that  members  of  tho  legislature  of 
1883,had  been  InUueuced  by  mercenary  motivea 
lu  their  voioB  and  actiona  relative  to  the 
quf'stlon  of  htirh  or  low  licsnae,  therefore.

I'p  from  tho  meadows  a  re- 
inforcenient  of  i;ray  coats,  17,000  strong, 
is  trampiin;;  the  blossoming  Rraases  under 
foot.  Kach  man  is  as  thoroughly  in  ear- 
nof  t  as  men  are  sure  to  be,  when  some  fa- 
tal mom 'lit  unloosea  the  bulldog  passions 
in  tlieir  s.)u!s.  Their  front  is  like  the  crest 
of  an  angry  5.0a.  Takeyour  glass  and  look 
cl.jsely  at  this  magniticcnt  charge.  Under 
the  strongest  glass,  the  most  distant  hu- 
man lignrcs  (not  larger  than  cockroaches 
on  the  actual  canvas)  stand  out  clear,  dis- 
tinct, artistic  and  life-sized,  thus  vastly 
enlarging  the  scope  of  vision. 

Through  the  very  thickest  of  the  battle  a 
magnificent  horse  is  flying,  riderless.

The  colonel  and  a  large 
number  of  the  men  of  the  old  "First"  are 
p«Jflt»d  from  photographs,  and  the  like- 
ntsK.."*  are  i-eadily  rocoguifieil.  The  bat- 
tle tlag  of  the  Twonty-eighthTVirjfinia  regi- 
iiiciit.  which  la<i  the  charge  of  Picket's 
division,  and  is  correctly  painted  in  it« 
place  in  the  picture,  lies  in  the  f'.ro- 
;.:ri»und.  It  was  captured  by  Marsliall 
Slarman,  ol  St.  Eaul,  a  me"inber  of  the 
First  Minnesota,  ana  by  him  loaned  to  the 
pannraiii.t  company. 

The  canvas  prtwciits  for  us  but  one  mo- 
ment—an eternal  inomenti— of  tho  struggle 
thatwage<lso  fiercely  for  three  long  sum- 
j  inerdnys.  Hut  it  xtrikes  that  one  moment 
BO  sluirpely.  it  holds  it  forth  so  grandly, 
and  immortalizes  it  socompletelv  that,  to 
tee  the  pieture  is  to  tho  thoughtful  soul  a 
fall  revelation  of  a  <lireliil  yet  glorious 
epoch  of  history.  Never  imagine  for  a  siti- 
glo  moment  that  the  Gettysburg  psino- 
rama  wdl  bore  you,  or  that  it  ranks  with 
Xho  ordin.ary  p.anoramic  visit  to  tame 
latids  and  scriptural  places.  This  wonder- 
ful painting'  is  as  unlike  the  average  pano- 
rama as  8|)ice  differs  from  marble  dust,  or 
champagne  from  tepii  tea.

Eacli  countv  auditor 
shall  annually  add  to  the  tax  l>-vy  In  bis  county 
one-tenth  ot  one  mill  on  c.Hcii  (tcllar  ot  valua- 
tion; said  tax,  wnnn  collected,  to  con.'ttitato 
this  fund.  This  fund  is  to  be  fil'-hurscd  l)y  the 
county  comniisslom. rs  to  the  Indigeut  vo'.unioer 
ex-RoIdiers,  their  widows,  crpliiins,  etc.  F.ach 
lioard  of  countv  coinmission-Ts  Khali  have  a 
soldiers' relief  comaittttc.  but  no  one  can  serve 
on  Nuch  committee  unless  l:e  has  served  at  a 
soldier  or  sailo:-.  Lists  of  all  iho  needy 
soldiers  in  tlie  connties  and  by  commissioner's 
districts  shall  be  accurately  kept. 

For  four  hours  and  a  half  yesterday  after- 
noon the  houFe  mangled  and  tussled  over 
insurance  bills  in  tho  main  and  minor  mat- 
ters on  tho  Bide.

property  of  a  like  nature,  etc.,  is  assessed 
nnd  tii.xed."

onr  characters  as  i>rivale  cltizi^ns;  therefore. 

li'Tsolvcd.  That  the  president  of  the  senate 
appoint  a  committee  of  live  8enalor.«,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  fully  invetititfate  tlie  imputa- 
tions c^st  ui.on  the  members  of  this  senala 

Mr.  Cumstock  said  be  wanted  the  senate  to 
t.iketime  to  think  about  the  matter,  and  he 
tave  notice  of  debate  so  the  resolution  could 
go  over  till  to-day.  He  did  not  do  that  to 
prevent  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  but 
simply  to  give  the  senatorh  time  to  sleep  on 
it  over  night.

Mr  Rogers  then  said: 

I  rise  to  what  I  deem  the  consideration  of  an 
important  matter.  As  is  well  known  a  measure 
reli'.'lng  to  high  license  has  been  before  the 
tior.Fo.  And  It  has  been  known  that  to  some 
features  of  that  bill  certain  members  have  beea 
honorably  opfiosed. 

He  then  referred  to  Sunday  night's  high 
license  mass  meeting  as  one  evidently  called 
to  create  seutiment  In  favor  of  a  particular 
bill  (the  Prosser  measore).  He  continued, 
very  emphatically: 

This  Is  all  well  enongli,  but  when  the  governor 
of  this  state  and  the  attorney  ecneral  presume 
t'l  appear  at  snch  a  meeting  and  to  substantially 
charge  memticrs  of  a  co-'ordinate  branch  of  the 
state  government  with  Ijclng  bribed,  I  say  that 
it  is  time  to  call  a  bait  on  this  governor  and 
attorney  ge-icral  and  make  them  prove  their 
charges.  If  there  aic  agents  of  tbe  whisky  rins 
on  this  floor  to  buy  up  members,  let  it  be 
known.  I  have  said  that  there  are  men  in  this 
house  who  will  not  support  this  bill.  Thin 
incctlnK  W.1S  to  whip  in  tho  Republicans.  Now 
let  us  s'-e  what  the  governor  salJ.  I  read  wliat 
puriKirts  to  be  a  fair,  aocnrate  report  of  his  re- 
marks.

M.  Pierce  of  Minneapolis  talked  interest- 
ingly on  ''Frun'ngand  Training  tho  Grape." 
lie  said: 

True  trimming  of  the  grape  vine  is 
the  snm-.>  tho  world  over.  Fverything 
should  bo  trimmed  otf  except  tho  fruit 
buds.  It  is  a  great  mist  of  niiie-tentlm 
of  tlie  Minnesota  grape  ;,i  .ivers  that  tho 
forcing  buds  instead  of  the  fruit  buds  are 
11*11  so  that  little  or  no  fruit  results  in 
many  cases. 

Wymivii  Klliott  of  Miiinenpolis,  delivered 
tlio  president's  address.  It  was  an  earn- 
est, practical  present  at  iou  of  matters  of 
interest  to  tho  association.  He  said  in 
substance:  Industry  is  necessary  for  vital 
success  in  liorliciilttirp.  Thought  should 
hu  given  to  the  prepnration  of  grounds. 
Make  a  judicious  sel'.'ction  ot  the  various 
jilants.  Tho  importation  of  csrtain  for- 
eign varieties  of  plants  is  to  bo  deprecated, 
llather  seek  for  hardy  varieties  among  our 
own  native  seedlings.

The  reports  of  vice  presidents  on  the 
crops  in  their  rcspectivedistricts,  were  read. 
W.  S.  Sias,  Uochest-er,  thought  that  Min- 
nesota would  soon  surprise  the  country  in 
the  ((uaiitily  and  <|uality  of  her  orchards. 
Mr.  Dartt,  Uwatonna,  reported  that  he  had 
raised  about  ~A>0  bushels  of  njipleH  last 
year,  but  that  they  were  injured  by  some 
kind  of  iuscct.  There  is  iliscotiragement  in 
ids  section  about  apple  trees.  The  farm- 
ers prefer  to  rnise  wheat  and  buy  their  ap- 
ples. He  had  eighteen  acres  in  orcliaid. 
One  acre  had  produced  ijilOO  worth  of  fruit.

ot.Paul  rispatch:  Althoiisli  hundreds  of 
citizens  of  St  Pnnl  and  Htran:;eni  visit  the 
urent  ticltysburi;  panorama  at  the  corner 
of  Sixth  and  St.  I'eter  streets  every  day, 
there  are  thousands  more  who  have  not 
yi-t  realized  the  splendid  attractions  ol 
this  matchless  spctactilar  exhibition. 
They  pass  It  by  as  an  unexciting  sort  ot 
^how— good,  but  not  cxhilaratinc.  On  the 
contrary  tfiero  is  no  theater  in  all  the 
country  where  so  exciting  a  tragedy  holds 
tho  boards. 

On  the  wonderful  canvas  ol  the  Dottys- 
bur;  picture  is  portrayed  one  of  the  realit  ies 
of  history.  What  are  sham  griefs  and 
mock  tears  compared  to  Uie  reality  of  that 
tierce  onslaujiht  which  fixed  tho  nation's 
destiny,  turnetl  the  babbling  brooks  to 
Mood,  and  planted  the  crimson  llower  ol 
ileal h  broailcast  aloni;  Its  wooded  hills! 
Tli>  criefs  of  tho  footligtit  worhl  aro  soon 
fi-r^otteii,  but  the  Krieis  that  sprang  to 
lite  ft' im  liettyslnirij  lieid  shall  never  find 
ll^^.s^Jlll;ca1ent  within  thousands  of  stricken 
hearts  until  the  [leace  of  eternal  years  en- 
fold.s  lliem. 

The  picture  represents  tho  decisive  ac- 
tion of  .July  H,  18t)3.  It  was  painted  by 
artists  who  thoroiii;lily  ]>08toil  themselves 
a.s  to  tho  location  of  troops.tiie  landscape 
Hiid  other  details  of  the  li>:lit  as  it  actual- 
ly took  place.  Hy  such  caro  they  were  eii- 
abkni  to  n^ produce  the  maueu vers  of  that 
dreadful  ilay,  so,  that,  lookini;  upon  tho 
work, we  can  not  realize  that  we  are  sAzini 
only  upon  mechanical  effects.  The  are.-i  ol 
the  picture  ia  2ll,0U<t  siiuare  feet.  The 
wonderful  ble:;din({  of  effects  in  tho  fore- 
(jround  so  deceives  the  eye  that  one  cun 
not  separate  the  real  from  the  unreal- 

Knterinij  the  utdipie  bnildini,'  in  which 
the  painting  is  on  exhibition,  through  a 
dark  psssace,  you  t;ropo  your  wiky.  until 
the  ascent  of  an  unliijlitod  stairway  ushers 
vini  Biid(l''nly  into  a  new  region.  You  have 
left  the  streets  of  St.  I'aul  behind  you 
and  penetrated  one  ol  Pennsylvania's 
loveliest  valleys.  About  you  lie  woodc<l 
hills  that  belt  with  livingijreen  a  stretch  ol 
lield.s  and  mcadow.s.  An  old  rail  fence  zi>»- 
7,.iS!S  across  the  foreground.  Tho  illusion 
is  (uT'ect  as  your  eye  takes  in  the  swarm- 
iii',4  bluo-conta  and  tiio  upsprinijin^  uni- 
forms of  grey  coiifr«.>nting  them. 

Taking  your  standpoint  at  tho  exact 
center  of  the  scene  of  action,  3011  soon  lose 
tlioii){lit  of  I'll  the  world  but  the  exciting 
sweep  of  ovent8  about  you.  Tho  horsea 
actii.-illy  seem  to  be  alive;  their  wild  eyes 
iiiU  of  splendid  courage  and  dauntle.-is  de- 
sire. Kijsa  Boiilieiir  never  painted  a  better 
-ciue  of  animal  life  ia  action.  Every 
iiiuscle  stands  out  like  whip-cords.  Undrr 
a  copse  to  the  south  of  a  central  statjd- 
puint  tho  never-to-bo-for.'otten  charge^  of 
Cieneral  Pickett  and  his  desperate  men  is 
in  progress -!i  charge  which  proved  tho 
tide-water  mark  of  the  rebellion,  from 
which  it  slowly  ebliod  to  its  clo.se.  You 
can  almorit  h'.'ar  the  sharp  whistle  of  bul- 
lets and  the  unceasing  roar  of  batteries,  as 
tlio  carnage  is  at  ita  height.  From  the 
jia'e  lips  of  wounded  men  you  seem  to 
catch  the  pilifnl  cry  of  their  agony;  and 
tli'i  l.ist  shudder  which  convulsed  the 
features  of  the  dead,  seems  yet  to  haunt 
the  air. 

All  aboutyoti  look  where  you  will,  brave 
boys  arc  falling  thick  as  leaves  in  an  au- 
tumn storiii.  Fp  from  tho  meadows  a  re- 
inforcement of  gray  coats,  17,000  strong, 
i.<  trampling  the  blossoming  grtisses  under 
foot.  Each  man  is  as  thoroughly  in  ear- 
nift  as  men  are  sure  to  be,  when  same  fa- 
tal moment  unlooses  the  bulldog  passions 
in  their  soiils.  Their  front  is  like  the  crest 
ot  an  angry  sen.  Takoyour  glass  and  look 
closely  at  thi.s  raagniticent  charge.  Under 
thy  strongest  glass,  tho  most  distant  hu- 
man tignrcs  (not  larger  thiin  cockro-tches 
on  the  actual  canvas)  stand  out  clear,  dis- 
tinct, artistic  find  life-sizod,  thus  vastly 
enlarging  the  scope  of  vision. 

Tiirough  the  very  thickest  of  the  battle  a 
magnificent  horse  is  Hying,  riderless,  ills 
gallant  master  lies  somewhere  in  the  red 
storm  of  death,  but  li^,  with  head  erect 
nnd  straino^  blood  shot  eye,  is  seeking 
safety,  he  Miows  not  wh-^re.  Awiiy  from 
tie  tangle  of  white  fa^ea,  nnd  pale,  out- 
strutihed  hands;  away  from  the  scream  of 
bursting  shells;  away  from  the  war's  tur- 
moil to  the  pence  of  the  hills,  the  frighten- 
ed horse,,  tliey  tell  tis,  ffiund  his  way  at 
last  to  safety  and  an  honoretlold  age.  The 
event  wa.s  an  actual  occurrence  of  thatday 
of  horror. 

I'erhapa  the  feature  which  appeals  most 
strongly  to  the  local  beholders  is  the  vivid 
portrayal  of  the  historic  charge  ol  the  gal- 
lant old  "First  Minnesota"  regiment. 
This  regiment  is  truthfully  and  graphical- 
ly portrayed  rushing  heorically  to  tho 
llaming  front,  under  tho  leadership  of  the 
brave  Ctd,  Colvill,  who  was  desperately 
Wounded  ill  this  battle,  aud  yet  survives, 
maimed  aiul  di.stigured,  an  honored  cili- 
len  of  Hcd  Wing.  Tho  colonel  and  a  large 
number  of  the  men  of  the  old  '"First"  are 
painted  from  photographs,  and  tho  like- 
nessea  are  readily  recogniced.  The  bat- 
tle Hag  of  the  Twcnty-eighthfVirglnia  rogi- 
iiieiit.  which  led  tf.e  charge  of  Pickett's 
tUvislon,  suid  is  correctly  painted  in  its 
place  in  tiie  picture,  lies  in  the  fore- 
crotniH.  It  was  captured  by  Marshall 
Sherman,  of  !*t.  I'aiil,  a  member  of  tho 
l-'irst  Minnesota,  anu  by  him  loaned  to  tho 
panoraina  com{>any. 

The  canvas  presents  for  us  but  one  mo- 
ment— an  eternal  momenti— of  the  struggle 
thi!t  waged  BO  fiercely  for  three  long  sutn- 
iiior  days.  Hut  it  strikes  that  one  moment 
so  sKuriiely,  it  holds  it  forth  so  grandly, 
and  iininortalizcH  it  socoaipletely  that,  to 
see  the  piiture  is  to  the  thoughtful  soul  a 
full  revelation  of  a  direful  yet  glorious 
epoch  of  history.  Never  imagine  fijr  a  sin- 
gle moment  that  the  Gettysburg  pano- 
rama wdl  bore  you,  or  that  it  rank.s  with 
tho  ordinary  panoramic  visit  to  tame 
lands  and  scriptural  places.  This  wonder- 
ful painting  is  as  unlike  tho  avenvgo  pano- 
rama as  spice  differs  from  marble  dust,  or 
champagne  from  tepij  tea.

INJUSTICE  GOfCUECTED. 


Demand  for  Domestic  Service. 

The  last  census  sliowcil  that  there 
were  I).S8,'J10  women  employed  in  do- 
mestic scrv  V'l  in  the  United  Stato.^. 
but  thijs  does  not  mean  that  in  1880  there 
w.ns  a  tlemaiid  for  only  9;58,I)HJ  women 
in  such  eiiiploynaiit.  On  the  contrary, 
at  the  high  wages  current  (and  these 
wages,  it  must  be  remomlMjrcd — making 
allowance  for  board  and  lodging— are 
hijrlutr  than  tho.so  receivcl  by  tens  of 
thousaniLs  of  female  school  te.ichers, 
(opyi>t-i,  typewriters,  etc.,)  there  is  a 
large  unsatislied  dcmatiti.  Besitlos,  if 
greater  cotupetition  wero  to  reduce  the 
wages  to  a  plane  more  consonant  with 
the  pay  of  skiliieil  female  labor  the 
present  demtm.l  for  ilomestic  service 
woul'l  1j<;  vastly  increased.  If  "hired 
hclj>"'  couM  be  hired  for  half  w!i;r(  it 
aow  cosl8(and  at  that  r.ite  it  wouM  Ue 
well  remuiR-ratetl  in  comparison  with 
other  emphiyments)  a  host  of  families, 
especially  in  the  counlry,  would  keep 
servants  who  now  feel  it  impossible  to 
do  so. 

There  is  not  a  jiarticlc  of  doubt  that 
at  the  ruling  rates  tens  of  thousands  of 
women  can  easily  liml  places.  There 
is  as  little  iloubt  that  at  smaller  but  ^tiil 
good  wages  the  number  of  women  who 
could  secure  good  employment  in  the 
kitchen  under  comfortable  conditions 
exceeds  tho  whole  number  of  working 
women  in  New  York,  whoso  misery  is 
perodically  set  forth  by  the  newspa- 
pers. In  other  words,  this  misery  m  ght 
praclieallv  be  ended  by  the  victims 
thcrasclves  if  they  would  only  give  un 
try  ng  to  make  a  living  at  dying  rates 
in  overcrowded  industries  ami  enter  a 
lield  where  liiey  are  sure  of  steady 
work  a  I  good  pay. — S'ew  York  Post.

dis  nfcctants  were  hardly  able  even  to 
mitigate.  It  occurred  to  Dr.  Hewson 
to  test  the  power  of  dry  earth  to  absorb 
this  odor  as  il  bad  that  of  excrement. 
'J'he  clVect  was  magical.  Not  only  was 
the  offensivenoss  entirely  overcome, 
but  tho  effect  on  the  character  of  the 
wound  itself  was  such  as  no  previous 
treatment  had  been  able  to  coini>a3.s.

Of  coir.T.e  there  is  another  side  to  it  a 
few  cases,  aud  there  jire  professional  rent 
evaders,  who  lake  advantages  of  the  tech- 
nicalities of  the  law,  the  leniency  of  the 
justices  to  the  poor  nnd  the  midtitude  of 
v.orlliy  ca.ses,  to  escape  payin?  rent  when 
they  could  if  they  would.  When  a  tenant 
hires  from  month  to  month  he  can  hold 
over  for  annther  month  if  not  notilied  to 
CO  five  dajs  before  the  tin-t  day  of  the 
next  monti'-i.  Otherwise  he  can  hohl  on, 
and  if  he  rents  ))y  tiie  year  lie  can  hold  on 
for  another  year.  Or  if  he  is  behind  in  Irs 
rent  ho  can  make  the  landlord  prove 
owncrsh.ip,  previous  notice,  sjrecific  con- 
tract and  violation  of  it  before  he  can  bo 
forcibly  ejected.  It  is  not  easy  for  the 
landiird  to  do  all  thia  if  the  tenant  chooses 
to  l!gl-.t.

1'hey  are 
much  alllco.  The  foUowii:?^  from  .lu.-itire 
McCarthy  speaks  lor  t'ue  other  cast  side 
districts: 

"There  were  some  2,.')00  dispossess  pro- 
ceedings in  the  rifth  di.^t^ct*  court  this 
year.  In  not  over  a  third  of  them  vras 
forcible  action  taken.  In  the  others  the 
tenants  move<l  as  socin  as  they  saw  it  was 
inevitable.  Three-quarters  of  tho  cases 
were  lor  arrears  in  rent.  TI;e  others  were 
wliere  the  landlord  I'.ad  given  tha  tenant 
notica  to  leave  at  tlie  end  of  the  month 
nnd  the  tenant  had  not  left.  Some  of  tl:3 
ca.'x-s  are  irofessio-.iuls.  Tbey  come  up 
several  times  a  year.  They  would  rather 
move  than  pay  rent,  even  though  they  are 
able  to.  They  get  iu  arrears  ajul  haiig  ou 
till  the  last  momeut,  when  they  ijacli  up 
i  and  n.ove. 

"Most  of  the  ca.sos  are  Irisl  iron  and 
Jews.  Native  Americans  are  rarest  and 
Germans  next.  Jev»s  do  not  alwnys  go 
on  a.  summons,  but  they  often  ligia  the 
case  in  court,  ^l.^d  cause  the  laiidloid  a  lot 
of  trouble  to  prove  his  side  .lows  are 
Rood  pay,  but  liti/^ous.  Al.ar.y  of  them 
have  picked  np  a  good  knowledge  rf  tho 
law,  and  conduct  their  or.n  c.a:-es  admir- 
ably. I  (h»  not  know  where  tho  evicted 
tenantii  go,  but  pro!).ibly  to  cheajwr  quar- 
ters. We  look  after  r.ll  that  v.e  can.  and 
often  we  raise  the  money  among ounelvcs 
to  pay  tho  rent.  Si);uctimes  wo  arc  liu- 
poscil  on,  too."— Xev.'

On  tho  thirty-lirst  ballot  in  the 
Texas  legi-dature  for  I'nited  Stales 
senator,  Congressman  Uenjjan  lacked 
but  three  votes  of  an  election,  where- 
upon several  changes  wei*e  made  elect- 
ing Reagan,  who  has  been  a  mend)er 
of  the  present  house  for  many  years, 
and  was  also  a  member  of  the  con- 
federate congress.  His  fame  at  pre- 
cent  principally  rests  on  the  reputed 
authorship  of  the  Ileagen  interstate 
bill,  which  passed  cong^rens  after 
amendment  and  consolidation  with  a 
bill  introduced  by  .Senator  Collins  of 
Illinois. 


The  offici.Tl  report  of  the  weathet 
service  for  November  is  jnst  at  hand. 
It  shows  that  the  predictions,  issued 
(three  times  a  day,  amounted  to  n,()2"5 
dunng  the  month.  Of  these,  770,  or 
6per  cent,  are  considered  to  have  failed 
entirely;  008,  or  0.^2  per  cent,  were 
one-fourth  verified;  l,60."},or  17.30per 
cent,  were  one-half  verified;  1,0(54,  or 
17.29  per  cent,  were  three-fourths  veri- 
fied, and  4,919,  or  51.10  per  cent, 
were  fully  verified.  The  percenta^jes 
of  verifications  were:  weather,  77.42; 
wind,  72.02;  temperature,  73.44;  gen- 
eral average,  75.29. 

Gen.  Charles  P.  Stone,  lately  de- 
ceased, in  the  early  days  of  the  war,  was 
ordered  to  Washincton,  arrested,  and 
without  a  court  martial  of  any  kind, 
was  thrown  into  Fort  Lafayette,  upon 
some  mysterious  charge.  He  wasafter- 
wards  liberated,  butitwasnot  until  re- 
cently that  he  was  completely  vindicat- 
ed. Gen.  Stone  was  restored  to  his 
rank,  his  back  pay  given  him  and  lie 
«a8  sent  to  Gen.  Banks  in  New  Orleans. 
He  distinguished  himself  at  Port  Hud- 
son, and  served  his  county  faithfully, 
as  he  always  had  done  and  after  the 
war  achieved  great  fame  in  f^yi)t. 

Mr.  N.  O.  Nelson,  a  prominent  man- 
ufacturer of  St.  Louis,  who  has  had 
nearly  a  year's  experience  in  profit 
sharing  with  his  men,  expresses  the 
opinion  that  it  is  decidedly  the  best 
plan  for  the  prevention  of  strikes  and 
for  the  maintenance  of  good  feeling  be- 
tween emploj-er  and  employe.  Recent- 
ly the  company  declared  a  dividend 
of  5  per  cent,  on  salaries  to  employes, 
which  has  been  paid  in  cash  or  certif- 
icates bearing  interest.  Mr.  Nelson 
has  added  several  new  features  to  his 
plan  for  the  present  year.  Ten  per 
cent,  of  the  profits  is  to  be  devoted  to 
the  foundation  of  a  provident  and  re- 
lief fund  for  employes;  10  percent,  will 
be  set  aside  for  a  surplus  fund  to  cover 
losing  years  and  2  per  cent,  will  go  in- 
to the  purchase  of  books  for  an  em- 
ployes' library. 


•  Admiral  Farragut's  renowned  war 
ship,  the  Hartford,  has  been  decaying 
for  years  at  San  Francisco,  and  now 
it  is  announced  that  she  is  to  be  re- 
tired from  service.  Secretary  Whit- 
ney decides  that  the  sum  which  it 
would  cost  to  put  the  Hartford  in 
good  condition  can  better  be  expended 
upon  the  new  navy.  Two  events  in 
her  career  have  lifted  her  into  promi- 
nence. In  April  of  18t>2  she  was  Far- 
ragut's Hagship  when  he  captured 
Fort  Jackson  and  Fort  St.  Philip, 
and  took  possession  of  New  Orleans 
But  it  was  at  the  battle  of  Mobile,  in 
1864,  that  the  great  poetical  event  of 
her  career  occurred.  During  the  fierce 
assault  made  by  Farragut  on  Fort 
Morgan  and  Gaines,  in  August  of  that 
year,  the  Admiral  climbed  into  the 
main  rigging  of  the  vessel,  near  the 
top,  the  better  to  see  and  direct  the 
fight;  and  then,  in  order  to  avoid  a 
fall  in  case  he  should  be  wounded,  or, 
in  the  event  of  death,  to  save  his 
body  from  falling  overboard,  he  lash- 
ed himself  to  the  rigging,  and  there 
remained  during  the  engagement. 
This  one  incident  in  itself  made  the 
Hartford  an  historic  vessel,  and  in 
every  American  port  she  has  since 
visited  she  has  been  inspected  by 
erowds  of  people;  and  it  is  probably 
the  case  that  hundreds  have  climbed 
to  the  spot  where  Farragut  stood 
amid  the  smoke,  shot  and  sbell  of 
tbat  famous  engagement.

The  association  was  called  to  order  by 
President  Fowler;  K.  G.  Potter  introduceii 
tbe  following: 

Iloeolved,  That  we,  the  State  Dairy- 
men's association  here  assembled,  respect* 
iully  demand  tbo  immediate  pnesa^'o  ot 
'he  bill  known  as  the  oleomargarine  bill. 
In  order  to  give  immediate  relief  to  llio 
flairy  interests  of  tho  state. 

It  was  unaniiiioiisly  adopted  and  the 
resolution  ordered  sent  to  .Senator  flood 
rich  and  lleoresentntive  Kmery,  of  ihe  leg- 
islature. C  F.  Uexter  of  Cbicii^'O  spoke 
ttrongly  in  lavor  of  gocxl  butter  aud  the 
discouragement  ot  the  manufacture  of  ole- 
omargarine. 

It  was  suggested  by  Mrs.  M.  H.  Lamb 
that  many  oltlie  delects  were  caused  by 
the  feed  given  the  cow,  and  if  farmers  paid 
closer  attention  they  could  lar^jely  remedy 
the  objections,  ("afit.  E.  K.  Pickett  <if- 
Preoborn  county  wondered  why  cre*.«ncry 
butter  wns  always  in  ijetter  demand  than 
rood  dairy  butter,  and  Mr.  Dexter  tlir,ii:iiit 
It  was  bocaups  of  thu  uniform  excellence  of 
that  made  liy  tbe  creamery  t»nd  the  great 
disparity  in  dairy  products. 

Mis.  Lamb  gave  an  interesting  resume  of 
her  manner  of  manufacture  and  experience 
In  butter  making.  She  thought  commis- 
sion men  were  gre;it  edr.cator.s  and  did 
much  to  raise  the  st:iiidard  of  excolience, 
only  manulactiirers  would  not  stick  to  tbe 
same  man,  audio  clian:;ini;  from  one  to 
another  they  had  no  stable  market  and 
no  standing  among  <lcalers. 

Prof.  Fowler  said:  lie  bad  good  cows, 
kept  them  clean,  well  f.-d,  and  gave  them 
warm  w.iter  in  the  winter,  lln  had  for 
twenty  years  delivered  his  butter  to  cus- 
tomers in  .St.  Panl,  Tind  never  had  any- 
thing come  back.  We  mailc  last  year  'J74 
pounds  per  cow  to  thirty  six  co«8  ol  the 
Shorthorn  Durham  breed,  tlic  price  last 
year  being  27  cents  per  pound,  while  this 
year  it  is  but  2.''>'.j  cents.  As  to  the  a?e  of 
cows,  he  said  he  li:id  tiifise  twelve  years  of 
age  that  niiide  over  two  [loutids  per  day, 
and  bu  believed  Sliorlhorns  do  not  dc- 
velope  until  they  ii re  four  or  five  years 
old.  Plainly  thei-e  wnn  a  grciit  diffi-renee 
in  the  breed.  His  e:<i.erie.ice  was  that  a 
tlirce-year-old  was  ii<jt  iniich  better  thtvn 
a  two-year  old.  A  g'lod  cow  could  be  jiro- 
litably  milked  until  it  was  twelve  or  four- 
teen years  old.

She  advocated 
co-operation  of  nil  on  the  f.trm  niid  the 
best  of  care  to  the  <-ow.  .Siie  gave  *  to'.ich- 
ing  i>icti!rc  oi  the  coiuiitioii  of  the  farmer-i' 
wives,  making  a  strong  argument  for  their 
improvement. 

Mr.  Howard  read  n.  paper  on    "The  Im- 

Fortance  of  Testing  Milk:''  sayiii:;; 
have  tested  the  mill:  of  several  hundred 
cows  to  (ind  the  .ivenige  per  cent,  of  crcatii, 
the  repults  raiising  from  '.•  to  20  per  cent. 
The  '.>  per  cent,  cream  was  from  cows  fed  sii 
brewer's  malt.  Tha  20  per  cent  creiiiii  was 
from  cows  ted  on  clover  hay,  oats  and  corn 
meal. 

Mrs.  C.  V.  Holmes  read  a  pointed  paper 
entitled  '"Woman's  Kizhts  on  a  Farm." 

Mrs.  Holmes  referred  to  the  life  of  wom- 
an on  the  fnrm,  ami  recitL-d  some  oi  the 
want  of  attention  iiffonled  her  by  the  lords 
of  creation,  decliiriiig  that  she  ought  to 
have  the  right  to  vote. 

She  clo.'^e<l  lii"  re;idiiig  "Socrates ."'nooks." 
Prol.  Cyrus  .Vi-rtiiriiji.  of  the  st;ite  univer- 
sity, was  called  iipcii.  ;ind  proceeded  to 
make  pl.ain  the  neccs.sity  of  diverailied 
farming,  and  deinonstr.iting  the  supreme 
necessity  of  c!c;iiilincss. 

A  paper  liy  V.  S.  .'^'iiiitli  of  Minneapolii- 
on  "The  Farm  and  Mai  kot  fiarden  '  wa?* 
read,  it  was  a  piMciiial  ii.'.p'''",  showing 
how  anybody  csiii  li.ive  nnexcellent  garden 
at  vcr.v  slijbt  expense,  wliercin  every  ve;;*}- 
table  may  be  raised  very  easily. 

•Mr.  Corhett  of  St.  Paul  read  the  paper 
by  Mr.  Mctiiniiis  on  lil.ie  grass  in  .Miini- 
esota,  and  showed  the  benefits  of  raising 
it  here.  Prof.  Northrop  iva*  ne.\t  intro- 
duced, and  gave  a  brief  account  of  the 
university  of  the  atate  and  the  college  ol 
agriculture. 

Prof.  Northrop  g.tve  an  e.tplanation  ol 
nil  work  done  by  the  state  expcri.nental 
farm  saying  that  the  start  of  five  students 
this  year  should  l>e  iiicre:i8ed  to  forty-live 
next  and  eight-live  the  following  year. 

He  did  not  desire  to  prolong  a  contro- 
versy as  tfi  the  ad  vi.sability  of  separating 
the  university  and  f.arm.  lie  g.ave  a  briel 
liistory  of  the  foiindin:;  ol  the  statein.stitu- 
tion  of  learning  .ind  the  work  it  is  intend- 
ed to  do,  showing  how  any  young  person 
of  a  common  school  education  could  enter 
and  graduate.

Prof.  Fowler  said  it  only 
co.«t  him  five  cents  per  daj'  for  heating  wa- 
ter for  seventy-five  head  of  rattle. 

Secret.'iry  Holmes  delivered  an  address 
upon  ensilage  and  its  benefits,  giving  di- 
rections for  the  making  of  a  silo. 

An  nir-tight  room  was  the  one  thing 
nccess.-.ry.  He  put  in  fifteen  tons  a  day, 
and  after  running  the  material  tlirougha 
cutter  it  was  ready  to  put  away. 

There  were animn  ted  discussions  on  silos, 
dehorning  cattle, cenernl  purpose,  cause,  etc.

TEXT  OF  THE  MSA8CSC 

Tho  following  is  the  text  of  the  measnre 

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  fir  any  member o« 
either  house  of  conuress  to  accept  emplovmenl 
a*  attorney  at  law  a  payment  f^i  1 
services  of  any  kind.  in  opposition 
to  the  tnlted  States  in  any  case  ta  ! 
which  tho  United  Bcates  may  be  a  party,  or  ta 
which  iheir  Interests  mar  be  concerned,  or  from 
any  railroad  company.  If  nuch  member  shall 
h»ve  reaNoaable  cause  to  believe  that  measures 
s;  >cMlly  affecting  the  mteresta  of  ench  com- 
pany ar.<  pt^nding  before  congress,  or  are  about 
to  bt?  so  pending  during  his  term  of  office.  Any 
person  violatlnj:  the  provi.siocs  of  this  act  shall 
liomiiicv  pr  a  misdeniemor  and  may  be  oua- 
Ishcd  by  imprisonment  noi  exceeding  one  year, 
or  by  flno  not  pxc»edlni{  $500.  or  by  both.  In 
the  ilLscreMon  of  the  court. 

The  "direct  tax"  bill  passed  by  the  sen- 
ate is  lu  substance  aa  follows:

the  aiiK.uut  shall  Ije  held  in  trust  for  them  bt 
their  legal  representatives  by  the  resDeotlvs 
states.

Mr.  McCrai-y.  a  member  of  the  committee 
on  forcigu  affairs,  opposed  the  increasas  of 
salaries  provided  by  the  bill. 

The  speaker  laid  before  the  house  a 
messnge  from  the  president  returnins  with- 
out his  approval,  a  bill  grunting  a  pension 
to  t'lithhert  Slone.  In  his  messnge  the 
pre»i(lciit  states: 

The  army  records  show  that  the  claimant 
spent  mo.st  of  his  term  of  enlistment  in  deser- 
tion or  imprisonment  for  desertion.  Thus  Ls 
exhibited  the  long  and  faithful  service  and  high 
character  of  tne  claimant,  mentioned  by  the 
conimittef  as  entitling  bUn  to  consideration  I 
withholtl  my  assent  from  the  bill  liecause,  if  the 
facts  Iwfore  tne  are  true,  the  allow.-ince  of  this 
claim  would  Iks  travesty  on  our  whole  scheme  of 
pension.s,  and  an  insnlt  to  every  decent  veteran 
soldier. 

In  vetoing  tho  bill  granting  a  pension  to 
Abraham  T.  Grigg,  the  pre-sldent  quotes  from 
the  ho.spital  records  to  show  that  the  claim- 
ant was  not  sick,  but  '•completely  worthless 
obese  and  lazy. "    The  president  saye: 

Ho  does  not  regard  It  as  stranno  that  this 
claimanr.  encouraged  by  tjie  ease  with  which 
specl.d  acts  are  passed,  seeks  relief  by  such 
nie:inH  twenty  years  after  his  claim  had  been  re- 
ject-d  by  the  pension  bureau.

A  FISHY  STORY. 

St.  Louis,  Mo.  FeU  6.— William  Dill,  who, 
on  the  15th  of    last    January  murdered  his 
wife    by  cutting   her   throat,  and   then  at- 
tempted to  commit   Buicldo  by  cutting  his 
own,    has     so     far    recovered     a.s     to    be 
able  to  make  a  statement  of  tho  affair.     lie 
says  that  ou  the  day  before  the  murder   he 
and  his  wife  becaiiie  intoxicated     On  awak- 
ening the  next  morning  they    were    both  ill 
and  despondent  and  ngrewng  that  their  con- 
dition w  as  intolerable  concluded  that  it  was 
best  for  them  both  to  die.     Thev  discussed 
tho  various    raeana   by  which  death  may  be 
caused,     and     Bnally     settled     upon     cut- 
ting    their     throats.     Tho     question     was 
as         to        who         should         die         first, 
was  then  di.scussed,  and  they  agreed  that  the 
hu.sband  should   cut   his  wife's   throat   and 
then  commit   suicide    by  cutting   his   own. 
He  says   his  wife  laid   down   on    the    floor, 
threw    her    head      back    and      told     hini 
she        was       ready.     He        took    up      thq 
butcher      knife      and       drew      it      across 
her  throat     She  died  in  a  few    minutes,  but 
he  hesitated  when  it  came  to    carrying  out 
the    last    of   the   programme.     Just  then  s 
neighbor      enlered    the      door,      and    thh 
decided   him.     He    placed   the  knife  to  hij 
throat     and     cut     a      deep     gash    whici 
severed  the  wind-pip>e.     The  wound  was  no 
fatal,  and  he  is  now  in  a  lair  wa.v  to  recove 
from  its   effecta     The    coroner   doubts  thi 
truth  of  this  statement,  and  Dill  will  be  triei 
for  murder.

White  Biter  Jukctios.  Vt,  Feb.  5  — Th 
express  train  that  left  Boston  at  7  o'clock 
last  night  met  with  a  terrible  accldt-nt  neat 
Woodstock,  on  the  Central  Vermont  rairj:id, 
at  about  2:30   o'clock  this  morning.     Tho 
train  was  detained  here  sd  It  w.:s  nbout  aa 
hour  and  a  half  late  when  it  left  here.     It 
consisted   of   a    locomotive.    baggag.>    car, 
I  postal   car.  two  passenger  coaches  and   two 
j  sleeping  oars,  and  was  running  at  tho  usual 
:  rate  of  speed     When  about  200  yards  south 
I  of  the  end  of   the  deck  bridge  near  the   o  d 
j  Wlnd.sor    station  a  broken  rail  was    struck. 
I  The  locomotive,  baggage  car  and  postal  c  ir 
broke  away  from  the  rest  of  the  tiuin,  pass- 
ing   over  the  briilge  in  sa^tv.     Tha   rest    of 
the  train  was  thrown  from  the  rails  and  con- 
tinued on  the  road  bed   until  it    came  near 
the  end  of   the  bridge,  but  there  it  ran  over 
the  abutment  and  all  of  the  cars  fell  into  the 
White  river,  fifty  feet  below.     The  gorge  at 
this  point  la  frightful,  and   when    tho  cars 
went  down     there    was   a   terrible   crash. 
As       soon      an      possible      the     uctachrd 
part       ot       the       train        was       stojip  d 
and       ran       back     to       the      8c«no      of 
the  disaster.     The  screams  of    the    iujm  d 
were  heartrending.     Assistance   also    camn 
from  the  people    living   in  the  vicinity,  and 
everything  was  done  to  rescue   and    relieve 
the  injured.     Soon  after  help  arrived  it   was 
discovered  that  fire  hod  stai ted  in  the    fits: 
passenger  coach,  and  soon   the    entire    train 
was  ablaze,  thus  adding  a  new  horror.  Those 
present  were  powerless  to  stop  the  fire,  and 
devoted  ihein.selves  entirely  to    attemnls  to 
rescue  those  impri.soned  In  the    wreck.     The 
refcuers  met  another  and  unexpected  obstn- 
cle  in  the  heat,  which  had  become  bo  intense 
that  they  were    obliged    to    relinquish  ihplr 
I  efforts  to  save  the  sufferers,  and    wore  com- 
pelled to  retreat    to   a   plaoo    of   safety  for 
themselves,  and  to   become    unwilling    wit- 
nesses of  the  awful  holocaust     In    addition, 
the  weather  was  Intensely  cold,  and    the  he- 
role  rescuers  were  hindered  thereby  in  thell 
work.     No  Water  could   bo   obtained    with 
which  to  check    or    extinguish    the    flames. 
The  ice  was    several   inches   thick    on    the 
river,  and  there  were  no  appliances  at  hand 
to  raise  it 

The  accident  is  the  most  terrible  of  any 
that  ever  occurred  in  Northern  New  En- 
gland Charics  W.  Hosmer  of  Lowell,  .Masa, 
who  was  on  the  train,  states  that  he  was  in  a 
Central  Vermont  sleeping  car.     He  says: 

1  can  remember  twenty  passeneers  who  wero 
in  the  car  with  me.  There  were  live  ladles 
among  them.  I  was  awakened  bv  the  bumpioB 
of  the  car.  Then  came  the  ciash  ami  all  wis 
darkness.  There  were  nioau.s  aud  calls  tor  help 
1  found  myself  pinned  down  bv  a  seat  which 
lay  across  my  hips,  bul  I  broke  the  window  and 
worked  myself  out  on  to  the  ice.  I  should  think 
the  car  dropped  hf  ry-five  feet.  The  other  three 
cars  were  fclso  on  tho  ,ce,  havine  broken  away 
from  the  forward  part  of  the  train.  A  gen- 
tleman who  occuiied  the  berth  nc.rt  to 
mluo  was  stmcKling  in  the  ruins  sud  I 
succeeded  In  extricating  him.  Mrs.  Prrden  of 
Montreal  was  in  the  ruins  and  underiieath  me. 
and  wo  aaved  her.  It  was  necessary  to  tear  her 
clothing  off  to  get  her  out.  I  was  the  first  t>er- 
son  to  eet  out  A  Mr.  Hntcbins  of  Brsmtrce. 
vt..  escaped  a  d  assisted  in  saving  others.  I 
worked  until  I  was  so  chilled  1  could  do  nothinir 
more.  In  a  few  moments  att^r  the  carsjoik 
fire,  and  amid  the  swirling  llHines,  those  w!:o 
were  nnable  to  escape  could  b«  seen  in  the  cn:- 
brace  of  death.  I  could  see  the  iniprisonfd 
l>asReni{er»  either  calling  for  help  or  iiisousibl  . 
Out  of  the  twenty-two  In  mv  car.  1  personally 
know  that  nine,  at  least,  were  saved.  1  saw  two 
of  those  In  my  car  in  the  flames.  1  rememhn  a 
Montreal  trappeur.  who  had  been  wlih  his  cli  b 
in  Boston.  He  was  accompanied  by  a  lady,  ho 
Was  saved,  but  his  companion  was  lo^t. 

SOHt  ot    THE  INCIDENTa 

A  man  was  seen  with  a  little  child  in  his 
arms  on  the  bank  of  the  river,  both  dead. 
Ihe  body  of  Pullman  Conductor  Buijress 
was  one  of  the  first  taken  out  It  wa-s'^iuit 
badly  mutilated  The  remains  of  the  porter 
of  one  of  the  cars  was  identified  by  his 
clothing  and  watch.  The  body  of  A.  L 
Wesson  was  identified  to-night  In  tho 
pocket  of  a  blue  dress  coat  was  found  a  let- 
ter written  upon  a  letterhead  of  O  W.  San- 
ford,  agent  of  the  Moxie  Nerve  Food  com- 
pany, dated  Washington.  D.  C..  Dec.  .'lO  aniV 
addressed  to  Dear  Charles.  The  body  of  the 
owner  is  supposed  to  have  been  entirely 
destroyed,  and  is  supposed  by  traveling 
men  to  have  been  that  of  "Charles  W. 
Sandford.  formerly  in  the  employ  of  S. 
C.  Chase  A  Co.  of  Boston.  He  was  in  il  e 
Boston  Pullman  car.  A  coat  belonging  to 
Charles  A  Hibaid  of  Boston  was  founu. 
Miss  p.  H.  Follett  of  Sharon,  Vt,  proves  not 
j  to  have  been  seriously  injured  Most  of  the 
bodies  recovered  were  taken  to  the  village 
of  Hartford  and  placed  in  an  undertaker's 
establishment  Thiriy-nin<»  bodies  in  all 
have  been  taken  out  of  the  wreck,  and  only 
five  of  this  number  are  in  anv  manner 
recognizable.  It  will  be  Impossible  to  tell 
how  many  wero  in  the  train,  as  the  con- 
ductor had  only  begun  taking  nn  tickets 
after  leaving  here.  Many  bodies  have  prob- 
ably gone  into  the  river  and  under  the  ice. 

WORSE   AND  WORSE. 

'  At  this  hour  (midnight)  thirty-nine  bodies 
in  all  have  been  recovered  from  the  wreck, 
and  It  is  positvelv  known  that  42  per.«ons 
I  perished.  Ono  of  the  wrecked  cars  on  the 
;  ice  has  not  yet  been  overhaiiUd.  and  it  is 
thought  at  least  twenty  bodies  are  in  the  dc- 
bria  Should  this  prove  true  it  will  run  the 
hat  of  killed  up  to  over  sixty.  This 
will  not  include  ihosa  which  may 
have  been  carried  into  the  river  through  the 
ice.  The  latest  commutation  as  to  the  uum- 
ber  of  persons  ou  the  train  places  it  at  over 
one  hundred.  When  the  last  oar  on  the  ico 
is  overhauled  to-morrow  and  further 
identification  takes  piaco.  a  more  complete 
list  will  be  obtainable,  althou^'h  it  is  thought 
that  a  score  of  the  bodies  already  recovered 
are  so  disfigured  as  to  preclude  any  pofsibil- 
ItT  of  identihcatloa  Many  of  the  surviv- 
ors will  probably  die  of  their  wound.s. 
considerinr  the  height  from  which  the  cars 
fell  and  the  speed  with  which  the  train  was 
running,  it  is  regarded  as  a  miracle  that  auy 
one  escaped.  Tho  first  passenger  to  e.srapa 
wts  Zeph  Marquet.  a  French  Canadian 
boy.  He  was  with  his  father 
David  Marquet,  on  the  wav  tiom 
Holyoke  to  their  homes  in  Canada. 
The  bov  sat  three  scats  behind  his  father,  in 
the  third  car  from  the  rear.  He 
was  dozing  in  his  seat  when 
he  felt  the  cars  shiver.  In  this 
a  few  seconds  the  car  dashed  over  the  bridge 
upon  the  ice.  By  hard  work  the  bov  got  nut 
of  one  of  the  windowa  Ho  at  once  went  in 
search  of  his  father  and  discovered 
him  by  the  ll:rht  of  the  bnruing  wreck  jus: 
above  him,  pinned  down  bv  a  jwrt  of  the  top 
of  tho  car,  which  had  fallen  airecUv  acrt  ss 
hia  chest  and  h-^f.  Tho  old  man  was  as 
;  firmly  held  as  if  in  a  vise.     Joseph  was

I  from  the  car.     He    savs    he    rushed  to  his 
i  father's  assistance  and  spoke   words  of  en- 
I  coura^ement       to       him.        The       father 
I  v.-.Ts      very       cool      and      told      his       son 
to        help        hiin       out      as       soon        as 
I  pcssible.     The    boy   seized  his    father    and 
strugeled  with  all  his    Ktrength  to  extricate 
him,  but  all  in  vam.     The  flames  were   ap- 
proaching    rapidly.      -Josep!],"     said     tho 
father,        "run        and        get        nn        oxs 
or         a         saw;"         but         he         could 
not  find  either.     -Pull   me  out  then   if  you 
have  to  break  my  Icijs    to   do    it,"    Joseph 
tuggeti  with  all  his  might,  bul  could  not  stir 
his  lather  an  inch.

He  says  it  would  be 
better  to  have  pleuro-pneiimonia,  small- 
pox or  cholera  spread  over  the  United 
States  than  suflei  the  rnvagcs  which  will 
result  from  the  importation  of  the  rabbits. 
Tlie  matter  was  referre<l  to  the  treasury 
department.  One  of  the  offlcinia  of  the 
department  said  that  as  there  is  no  law  to 
prevent  the  importation  ot  tho  riibbita, 
the  matter  will  be  laid  before  the  com- 
mittee of  ways  and  means  for  tuch  aptrup 
aa  ma^  be  deemed  necessary.

Twenty-fifth  Anniversary  of  the 
Great  Siege. 


THE  STORY  TOLD  ONCE  MOEE 


Ulicn,  Where  and   IIow  the  Famous 
Battle  Was  Foiigrht. 


Mnn  Who  Afterward  Decani*  I>iHtin- 
euUhcU  That  Took  Part  iu  It— I'ulitl- 
cul  Luuders,  .Soiiatoni,  (luveruorti  and 
Prt>»idciitii  That  W'cro  to  »c— "KUher 
Side  Iteudy  to  tllvo  Vp'*— From  Henry 
to  Dunelsuii.— The  .Sortie  That  Failed.

Once  n^ain  the  young  people  gather  around 
and  listen  while  veteran  lipN  tell  the  story  of 
Fort  l>«>nei.son.  That  story  was  made  twenty- 
five  years  ago  this  Ftibmary. 

The  writers  and  raconteurs  linve  preservetl 
the  history  more  faithfully  than  the  lunp 
nuiker.s  have.  Neither  Fort  Henry  nor  Fort 
Duiiel.son  is  niai°ke«l  \i\ton  the  newest  atlasos. 
Natui"e  hiT.self  has  not  obliterated  their  trace* 
so  s|ice<lily.  The  treex  yet  stand  as  scarred 
veterans  uf  the  mighty  flght  Bullet  mark, 
litunip  anil  broken  limb  are  yet  to  l>o  secM 
when  ia  winter  they  are  unelatl  of  klndlj 
leaf  and  vine. 

THE  PREPARATION. 
Turn  to  yojir  map.  Yon  will  see  that  tbo 
Teimesse<>  nnd  ( ■uml>erlnn(l  rivers  run  through 
the  state  of  Kentucky  side  and  side,  like  twin 
sisters.  They  enii)ty  into  the  tlhio  not  far 
apart.  They  come  near  together  first  inside 
tbo  Tennessoo  line,  and  flow  through  that 
state  close  beside  each  other.  The  Tennes- 
see forms  part  of  the  boundary  betwc«>n  the 
two  states  for  some  distance.  On  the  Ton- 
nessLH'  side,  just  opjiosite  where  the  corner  ot 
Kentucky  begins,  wax  Fort  Henry.  Twelve 
miles  across  from  it,  slightly  north  of  ••nst, 
was  Fort  Donelson,  on  the  ('umlierlnnd. 
llcnry  was  on  tbo  right  iwnk  of  the  "renn**- 
sec,  while  Uonelson  wa4  on  tbo  left  bunk  of 
the  Cumberland.

nENIlY  AND  nO.VKI..S<W. 

Henry  an<l  I)oneI.v)n  wen<  imixtrtant  Con- 
federate station.s.  Henry  was  capture<l  F*<b. 
6,  lSfi2.  A  rising  young  brigailier  general, 
named  Ulysses  .S.  Crant,  was  at  the  head  of 
the  force  that  took  it.  The  victory  called  for 
the  flrst  time  the  attention  of  the  country  to 
this  olTicer.  The  victory  at  Fort  Henry,  too, 
was,  strictly  six>aking,  the  lM>ginning  of  tho 
turning  of  the  tido  in  fuvor  of  the  nortli.  A 
gloom  like  the  fog  of  a  winter's  day  had  l>een 
on  tho  country  till  theiu  Men  iu  the  north 
were  sighing  for  a  hero — a  man  who  should 
be  strong  enough  t<»  tnke  the  head  of  alfairs 
und  turn  luart  sickening  failure  int'»  victory. 

Tho  hei-o  was  developing,  though  they 
knew  it  not.  lie  who  was  to  lift  tho  rloud 
\^as  the  silent  man  that,  even  in  the  midst  of 
the  victory  of  Fort  l><incl.'K>n,  wa.s  "lo<>  bu.sy 
to  write  a  woiiL'' 

A  notable  jioint  is  I  he  shortness  of  Grant's 
dis|KitcheK  at  all  times.  A  few  messages,  of 
not  many  lines,  to  his  suj-erior  ofllcer  tell  the 
story  of  liotli  llcnry  und  Domlson.  (Jen. 
llalle<-k,  then  at  St.  LouLi,  was  in  connnand 
of  the  de|)nrtuient  of  the  Missouri.  Urant 
di.spntclie<l  Ha11e<-k,  Feb.  0,  that  Fort  Henry 
hiul  fallen.     He  adde<l  tlu^ie  wonis: 

•■I  shall  take  autl  destroy  Fort  Donelson  on 
the  8th  nnd  return  to  Fort  Henry."' 

But  be  had  undertaken  n  larger  contract 
than  even  ho  could  fdl  in  the  time  he  pro- 
IMiseil.  The  freshets  and  ovei-llows,  which  al- 
ways work  Mich  mi.s4-liief  in  the  mnilh  ami 
west,  i)reveiiled,  for  one  thing.  The  roads 
leading  to  1  )onclsou  were  a  .s(>.i  of  nmd.  By 
the  Itarkwater  of  creeks  on  each  .side  of  the 
fort  there  was  a  sea  of  water  two  miles  in- 
land from  the  fort. 

The  Cumliorlund  runs  north  at  the  {mint 
Si'lecteil  for  Fort  DonoLson.  -Miout  a  mile 
noutli  of  tho  fort,  up  the  river,  is  the  littlo 
town  of  Dover.  Thi.s  hamlet  was  tho  head- 
qunrtei-s  of  the  Confe<lemto  general,  (!idev>n 
J.  F'lllow,  iluring  the  sii>ge.  It  was  in  Dover 
that  the  last  Confetleiiito  council  of  war  U'- 
tweeu  (Jons.  Floyil,  Fillow,  Buckner,  Col.  N. 
B.  Forrest  and  others  f(»ok  plotv,  previous  to 
the  suiTendcr  of  the  fort  to  Grant.  Below 
Fort  Donelson.  on  tho  north,  Hickman's 
creek  emptie<l  into  the  Cumlx'rlniid.  it  was 
overflowoil  for  miles,  tho  water  up  to  a 
horse's  bivast.  Grant  c«)uld  notalti\ck  the 
fort  from  that  side.  On  tho  other  hand, 
however,  in  case  the  Confeilerates.  In-ing  hard 
pressol,  wishol  to  make  a  sally  out  fr(>ni  tho 
fort  and  escape  l.y  the  Fort  Henry  roail,  ns, 
in  fact,  they  did  wish  to  do,  this  <>vcrlIovi«>.l 
rn'ek  would  prevent  them.  So,  on  the  whole, 
the  liuckwater  of  Hickman's  creek  was  nn  ad- 
vantage to  lK3tli  liesiegcrand  liesiege<l.  Above 
Fort  l>onelson,  and  lietween  that  and  Dover, 
was  another  stream  of  water,  Indian  creek, 
also  overllowe«l. 

Mud!  There  was  never  anything  like  it. 
It  was  "half  leg  iU>ep,"  m  sjiecially  nientionetl 
in  Confe«lerat*  olMeial  disiKitchcs.  Grant's  sol- 
diers fairly  wndtsl  iu  nnnl  "up  ti»  their  ryes" 
when  they  marchetl  from  Fort  Henry  t>>  be- 
siege Dover  ami  Douel>«>n.  It  flew  from  tho 
horses'  Ikjoi's  like  rain  nnd  pep)ier«Hl  man  an4l 
li<\-Lst,  when  tho  cavalry  splashe«l  hither  and 
thither,  in  the  vain  fancy  that  they  were 
trotting.  It  rolled  from  the  gun  carriago 
wlicvis  and  fell  iu  huge  niasses  at  every  turn 
the  artillery  made. 

It  must  lie  rememl*re<l  that  it  was  Grant, 
brigadier  general,  who  had  urged  the  re«luc- 
lion  of  Forts  Henry  and  Donelson.  The  ob- 
ji'ct  to  tx^  gained  by  it  was  the  clearing  of  the 
Cumberland  nnd  Tennessee  rivers,  and  tbo 
occupation  of  Tcniiirssee  and  its  linos  of  rail- 
way. Grant  was  at  Cairo  auil  repeatedly 
urgiMl  Halleck  to  let  him  visit  St.  Louis. 
Ix'ave  wzts  at  length  given.  Grant  visite<l 
hi.s  suix-rior  und  liegan  to  unfold  his  plan  for 
tho  captuiv  of  the  two  forts.  But  Halleck 
silenced  him  at  once  and  snubbetl  bini 
sharply. 

Judge  Force,  in  his  book,  sa)-s  that  Grant 
"ivturned  to  Cairo  believing  bia  eoininander 
thought  him  guilty  of  proposing  a  military 
blunder.''  And  yet  he  persisteii,  imjKirtiin- 
ing  again  and  again.  Flag  OlHcer  Andrew 
}L  Foote,  of  the  Mississippi  squadron,  urged 
the  same,  nnd  begged  Haileck's  permis:<ion  to 
let  him  anil  Grant  move  on  Henry  and  Don- 
elson. It  was  ot  length  given,  aitd  Feb.  'i 
Foote  and  Grant,  infantry  and  cavalry  forces 
united,  staiterl  up  the  Tennessee  to  Fort 
Henry,  with  lT,(i00  men  and  seven  gun- 
XhmU. 

Fort  Henry  fell  on  the  Cth.  The  Run<lay 
after  Commander  Foote  took  bis  place  in  the 
pulpit  of  tho  Presbyterian  church  at  Cairo 
uid  preacbod  an eloqiieat  aermoa  on  the  test: 


"Let  not  yoar  hearta )« troubled.  Ye  believe 
in  Ood,  lieliuvii  also  in  me." 

Then  be  came  down  from  tho  pulpit  and 
mode  ready  bia  boats  for  the  expedition 
agaiiwt  Donelson,  which  surrendered  Feb.  Itf, 
junt  one  w««k  from  that  Hiinday  morning. 

Engineers  of  the  (Jonfederata  service  agree 
that  tho  site  of  Fort  Donelami  was  badly 
chosen.  It  stood  u|)on  a  river  blulT.  llie 
situation  was  elevated,  to  l>e  sure,  but  there 
woa  a  ring  of  hills  around  it,  at  from  one  to 
Ave  miles  distance.  These  bills  wore  higher 
than  tlie  bluff  upon  which  the  fort  was,  and 
uonveuiene  for  the  enemy  to  plant  guns 
upon.  

THE  DEFENSES  OF  FORT  DONELSON. 

The  bluff  upon  whi<:h  Donelson  stood  was 
100  feet  high.  The  fort  Itself  whs  what  was 
railed  in  military  language  a  lAHtionetl  earth- 
work, with  angles  like  star  points  projecting 
from  the  main  inclosure  outward,  and  pro- 
tected by  walls  of  heavy  earthworks.  It  was 
so  situated  that  its  guns  commanded  the  river 
as  far  as  they  couhl  carry.  Two  water  bat- 
teries weru  erectiHl  nn  tlie  slope  of  the  bluff 
towai-d  the  river.  Tho  larger  Imttcry  was 
the  one  nearest  tho  shore.  It  had  for  arma- 
ment a  10-iiicli  Culunibiad  and  niiH«  33-|)ound 
guns.  The  upper  liattory  was  siipplie<l  with 
two  o3.pounder8  and  ono  rifled  cannon  whl<h 
cnrri«d  a  clinical  ball  \>f  I'M  pounds.  Tho 
water  batteries  were  built  by  Lieut.  C^I.  J. 
1''.  Gilmer,  chief  engineer  of  the  western  de- 
))nrtmeiit  of  the  Confederate  nrniy.  They 
were  ronstnicted  after  tho  fall  of  Fort  Henry. 
As  soon  as  that  |>oint  was  raptured  tho  whole 
available  Confeileratn  forc»  in  that  region 
was  concuiitratod  at  Dwiiulson. 

Tho  line  of  Itatteries  was  eztemlml  so  as  to 
take  in  Dover,  whore  stori»  of  fooil  end  am- 
munition wer«.  In  and  out.  through  wlicnt 
and  re-entrant  angle,  for  two  miles  and  a 
half,  tbo  tiacery  of  earthworks  and  guns 
went. 

IVwides  that,  the  fortifloations  were  pro- 
tected with  bristling  abatis.  It  wasn  wooded 
ntgiou,  full  of  "black  jack"  oak  and  other 
woods.  The  scrub  ooks  were  fell<>d,  their 
branches  sbarpcnol  at  the  point  and  these 
an<l  the  trees  wore  fa.sU«nod  npon  the  grouiul, 
tibar|ione<l  i»oints  outwarfl,  in  what  seemed 
an  iin|tenetrable  abatis.  To  get  at  Fort  Don- 
elson the  Union  trwps  were  obliged  to  go  up 
hill  over  these  sharpened  |>oints  in  the  face  of 
marksmen  whose  aim  was  yot  sharper. 

On  the  east,  the  river  protected  the  works. 

Such  wore  the  defenses  of  Donelson. 

Lieut.  Col.  Gilmer  says  that  tbo  effective 
fighting  force  within  the  fort  was  1.1,000. 
Up  to  tho  time  the  si«go  liegan  It  was  com- 
niandetl  by  Geiu  Bushrod  R.  Johnson.  He 
was  re  enforced  suocossivoly  by  Gens.  Pillow, 
Clarke,  Floy.l  and  Buckner,  with  several 
thouiiand  men  eoch.  Gen.  J.  B.  Floyd  was 
the  olHcer  highest  in  rank  and  had  eomtnaud.

FOOTE'S    FLOTILLA. 

The  Union  gunboats  had  done  greot  service 
at  Henry.  At  Donelson  the  fleet  did  not  dis- 
tinguish itself  greatly,  except  by  convoying 
transports  containing  troojw. 

While  Grant,  with  1.%,(X)0  men.  plowe<l 
across  tho  mud  se.-»  l>etween  Henry  and  Donel- 
son by  land,  he  sint  Foote  with  six  gunboats 
arouiid  by  woter.  They  were  obliged  to  go 
down  the  Tennes.soe  and  up  the  Ohio  a  short 
distance  to  the  mouth  of  the  Cumber  loud  to 
F.>rt  Donelson.  Fo«'t.i  had  to  make  a  cin^uit 
of  150  uiilos  to  go  twelve. 


THE    CMtONDEI-ET. 

The  Carondelet  is  a  good  illu-strntion  of  the 
old-fashioned  gunlwat  It  was  tho  first  to 
arrive  on  tho  morning  of  Thursday,  Feb.  IS. 
It  opened  flro.  It  may  be  mentioned  that  the 
old  Carontlelet,  with  the  same  commander. 
Capt.  Walke,  was  also  the  first  to  afterward 
]viss  tlown  tbo  river  under  the  batteries  at 
\  icksburg. 

Tho  rest  of  Foote's  fleet  with  the  trans- 
ports, containing  six  regiments  of  soldiers, 
nrriviKl  Thurs«lay  evening.  Friday  morning 
the  I'rosbytei  ian  flag  oflk-er  o|)oned  lire  from 
his  fleet  of  six  gunltonts,  four  ironclads  and 
two  wooden  ones.  There  wa-s  a  severe  flght 
of  an  hour  and  a  half,  whi<-h  did  not  result  in 
n  brilliant  MKvess  for  the  flet-t  The  boats 
ciigagi-d  were  the  ln>iicluds  St.  I/mis,  Cai"on- 
delet,  Louisville  and  littsburg,  unit  the 
wcKNlen  boats  Tyler  and  Conestoga.  Four  of 
the  iHwts  were  disable<l.  The  flrst  lire  from 
the  CarondeK't  had  disabUMl  one  of  tho 
:« liounder-i  in  the  water  iKitteries.  The 
s.-iiiie  shot  instantly  killed  Lieut  Joseph 
liixon,  n  brnvo  Confc<lerato  oflicer  ontl  the 
accoiiipllshctl  Kx.-al  engineer  who  had  assiste<l 
in  prepai  iii.c  the  defenses  of  Donel.son.  That 
«as  ftbiiiit  the  only  damage  apimrcnlly  done 
by  tho  Hitt.  Then  Conuninder  Fo<ite  drew 
olT  the  remains  of  it  aj'l  drop|>eJ  down  out 
■ot  range.

The  mortar  boat  got  its  name  from  the  gun 
it  carrieil.  Fii-st  a  heavy  wooden  float  wns 
built.  I'pon  it  were  civcte<l  very  thick 
wooilen  walls.  The«e  slopeil  inward  and  were 
about  eight  feet  high.  They  were  plated  with 
heavy  iron.  In.side  wa«  a  single  heavy  mor- 
tar, with  ammunition  l)elo\v  the  water  line. 
There  was  rlso  a  tent  for  the  gunnem  within 
the  walls. 

These  mortar  boats  were  consideretl  for- 
midable twenty -five  years  ago.  But  such  is 
the  improvement  made  since  then  in  destruc- 
tive warfare  that  one  shot  from  even  a  mod- 
crate  sized  gun  of  the  kind  now  made  would 
knoi'k  an  old  fashioned  mortar  Ixwt  into 
ilinders. 

Une  youthful  Confederate  gunner  dis- 
tingui-ihed  himself  gallantly  at  the  lower 
water  battery  at  Fort  Donelson.  While 
Footc's  gunl>oat«  were  iieppering  the  batter- 
ies to  the  right  and  left,  thiK  youth,  John  (>. 
Fivqua,  stood  perfectly  straight  at  bis  gun, 
taking  aim  and  firing  us  coolly  as  if  he  bad 
U-en  squirrel  hunting. 

"Now,  boys,"  said,  he,  "see  me  take  a  chim- 
ney." 

He  aimed  at  tbe  smokestack  of  an  adkrono 
ing  gunboat  It  fell,  carrying  with  it  tho 
(lag.  Frequa  threw  his  cap  in  the  air,,  yelling 
defiantly.. 

Again  the  nervy  boy  took  aim.  clear  aatf 
straight.  Shortly  ho  sent  a  ball  directly 
through  a  i>orlhf.le.  an<l  then  tho  gunboat  felt 
back  dLsabletl.  Tbe  portholes  of  the  toaU 
were  quito  largo.

In  the  morning. 

So  the  Federal  soldiers  stood  tho  nlgh» 
through.  At  dawn  tho  light  l)egan  to  shine 
upon  a  bitt.'rly  cold  dny.  Fii-es  were  built 
toward  the  rear  th.'n,  and  conipftnies,  in  turn 
relievuig  one  anoUiir,  went  Iwjck  and  thawed 
their  fror.en  garments  and  made  colfce. 

But  they  had  no  food,  not  a  biti».  Their 
only  breakfast  was  coffee,  and  thus  they  made 
reaily  to  face  the  day. 

F<ic  the  Confeilei-ates  in  tho  fort  it  was  not 
a  whit  more  comfortable.  Tliey  lay  ui>oii 
their  arms  all  night  in  the  ti-enches.  An.l 
yet  nolKHly  on  either  !>idu  was  dishearUncd. 
Ihe  Confederate  soldiers  were  full  of  «;;lit 
•nd  enthnsiasni.  At  noon  the  I'ederal  (Jen. 
I^w  Wallace  and  his  Third  division  of  min- 
gled veterans  and  raw  recruits  arrived  into 
camp  in  tho  center  with  cheers  and  songs 
and  bugles  sounding.  (Jen.  Wallace  nnl.. 
ininie<liately  to  Grants  head.juaiUrs  and 
dined  with  him  on  crackers  and  colfeo.  The 
general  was  nearly  as  l>adly  off  as  his  men. 

It  was  this  day  that  tho  iiit«in  liango  of 
courtesies  between  tho  fleet  and  tho  fort  took 
plaoo. 

Meantime  tliere  was  not  much  fighting  on 
land.  Ito-enfurcements  were  arriving  for 
Grant,  and  were  baing  post«xl. 

Grant's  troops  weio  distributed  over  a  line 
nearly  four  miles  long.  lli.s  own  head- 
quarter* were  at  the  log  house  of  Mi-s.  Crisp, 
two  miles  from  Dover,  at  the  head  of  Hick- 
man cr(*k.  It  was  a  little  to  tho  left  of  tho 
OBwtor  of  his  army,  and  between  tho  divisions 
of  Low  VVttlhice  and  Gen.  C.  F.  Smith. 

S»  having  arranged  matte.-s  to  suit  him, 
Grant  sat  down  in  the  midst  of  his  blue  cres- 
cent of  soldiers  to  starve  out  Fort  Donelson. 

On  their  part,  tho  Confwierato  generals  in- 
nde  the  fort  were  quite  aware  of  their  peril 
ITjo  night  of  the  14th  Gens.  Floyd,  Pillow 
and  Duckncr  held  a  council  and  resolved  to 
cut  their  way  out  of  the  fort  through  tho 
Federal  lines  next  morning.  Ten  thousand 
troops  were  set  apart  for  this  grand  sortie. 
The  Confederates  too  liad  been  ro-enforced. 
Brig.  Gen.  Floyd  was  the  last  to  arrive,  on 
tho  morning  of  the  13tb,  with  4,000  men. '

per for  one  penny.  Mrs.  Lamadrid 
has  means  ami  bears  th.e  e."5pen.se  her- 
self. She  is  always  to  be  found  in  iter 
kitchen  on  Madison  street,  where  she 
prepares  the  food  sold.  She  is  deeply 
interested  in  her"!'  jths,"'  andlnpes 
that  othei-s  of  the  same  kind  will  bo 
started  in  the  districts  of  the  poor. 
The  bill  ot  fare  is  as  follows; 

From  5  to  11  a.  .m.— One  half  pint 
of  cotfee,  with  milk  and  .>ugar,  and 
one  si  ire  of  bread,  one  cent. 

FromllA.  M,  to  1  :-"lO  p.  M.— One- 
half  pint  of  soup  and  one  si  ice  of  bn-.". ' 
one  cent. 

Prom  1:30  to  7  p.  m.— One-half  pint 
of  coffee,  with  milk  and  sugar,  and 
one  slice  of  bread,  one  cent. 

On  Friday,  from  11  :30  a.  m.  to  1  30 
p.  M.— Fish  chowder,  one  cent  with 
coflee  and  bread  as  on  other  days, 
same  hours.  Pork  and  beans  are 
served  every  day.  one  cent  a  plat« 
On  Sundays  the  booths  are  open 
from  7  to  10  a.  m.  and  from  3  to  n 
v.  M.,  with  the  same  fare  as  on  week 
days.  Mrs.  Lamadrid  says  she  ex- 
pects to  make  the  booths  self  sup- 
porting.

Evidence  of  tiiis  fact 
is  apparcnk  in  Eiiropcau  and  As  alie 
countries,  where  violent  epidemics  aiv 
so    alarmingly    frequent.

It  is  fair  to  as- 
sume that  df.ngcious  elements  ari.se 
from  these  decomposing  bodies,  wh  cli 
need  but  proper  almospheic  coudilions 
to  develop  into  germs  of  di.-e;use.  Thi.s 
i  is  the  sanitarian's  argtimeiit,  and  it  is 
I  well  stistiiin^d  by  facts,  as  every  fa  r- 
mindcd  person  is  free  to  admit,  'J'hc 
economist  deplores  the  vast  amount  of 
land  u.<ed  for  bur:al  grounds  which 
should  bl-  added  to  the  producing  do- 
main, and  which  future  generations 
will  surely  rcclti  m  for  tiie  cultivation 
of  fotnl.  This  side  of  the  subject  is  not 
to  bo  ignored. 

The  quesliou  then  is — What  method 
can  be  adojHed  in  the  treatiU'int  of  our 
deid  tliat  will  me.-t  with  popular  ap- 
proval aud  be  iu  perfect  keep  ug  with 
our  higher  civilizatioui'  Evidently  the 
time-honored  custom  of  burial  will  re- 
main for  some  time  to  come,  despite 
tlie  opposition  arrayed  against  it.  Wc 
are  apt  to  prizj  too  h  giily  the  temler 
memories  that  cluster  about  the  resting 
place  of  our  lieparted  ones,  to  accept 
without  serious  fotethougiit,  a  reform 
measure  that  seeks  so  radical  a  change, 
and  popular  con  vctioa  can  only  Ijo  se- 
cured through  a  rightful  understand- 
ing. The  human  mind  is  sloiv  to  ac- 
cept new  theories  or  to  adopt  new 
idea.s.  We  must  overcome  all  the 
formidable  obstacles  of  custom,  senti- 
mt-nt,  |)rejud  ce,  and  superstition  b  >- 
fore  puiiiic  opinion  willyiehlan  enlight- 
ened rccogiiilion  of  this  im|)ortant 
meiisure.  Self-protection  i.s  the  surest 
means  to  this  end,  and  will  do  most  to 
proiiuce  a  general  recoguition  of  the 
value  attached  to  public  preservation. 
Cremation,  as  a  substitute  for  burial, 
is  slowly  growing  iu  popular  favor,  and 
will,  no  doubt,  ultimately  mci-t  with 
general  approv:il.  Tho  custom  h:i.s 
been  rudely  practiced  by  barbtirous 
nations  for  many  centuries,  aud  much 
of  the  feeling  ex  sting  against  its  adop- 
tion is  its  .Hssociatiou  wiih  the  habit.s  of 
savage  people.  Happily  science  ha.s 
made  m-iny  improvements  011  tho 
funeral  pyre  of  the  savage.  Dr.  Reclam. 
of  Leipsic  Universitv,  was  the  first,  I 
believe,  to  iutroduce  au  appr.ived 
apparatus  for  inc  neration.  His  expori- 
mcnls  were  highly  successful,  the 
process  lasting  but  twenty  minutes, 
wliile  the  cost  was  practicali.-  nom  ual. 
Later  imiirovemeuts  have  added  luut  h 
to  I>r.  Reclam'b  melliod,  notibly  the 
complete  destruction  of  poisonous  .sub- 
stance*, which  is  p:irticulaiiy  desirable 
IU  the  CIS?  of  persons  who  have  died 
of  infectious  di.scasus.  The  adapability 
of  this  methoii  for  cousuiniiig  the  bodv 
is  open  to  question,  wliilc  po.ssiidy  the 
technical  manipulation  of  sucli  appara- 
tus migiit  prove  a  serious  drawback  to 
its  use  for  all  practiotil  purposes.  Bui 
even  Iheso  diflieulties  might  be  ovor- 
come-  With  a  cremalory  properly  con- 
structed and  scientilically  miiuaged 
fadure  seems  impossible.  One  such  s 
sulHcient  for  a  city  of  50  OdO  people. 
It  need  not  bo  located  within  the  city 
1  mit.s,  but  can  occupy  a  site  at  some 
I onveuicnt  d  stance,  -\nother,  similar- 
I3'  constructed,  can  b'»  used  for  ptiuoer 
dead,  for  unknown  bodies,  or  uiinal.s, 
and  more  especially  for  the  remains  of  j 
tho.se  who  die  of  small-pox  or  other  ;  hf 
conttigioiis  diseases.  For  convenience, 
it  should  be  at  or  near  tiie  hosp  tal 
which  serves  for  tho  treatment  of  in 
i'ectious  ailiiPMis,  so  that,  upon  the 
death  of  an  inmtite,  the  bodv  c:ia  be 
qu  ckly  burned  aiul  all  m  crob-s  or 
germ.-,  destrosed.  In  iliis  wai  t!ie  re- 
j'elitiou  of  a  future  epiduuiic  might  l»c 
averted,  wh  ie,  w  th  th'-pre-enl  s\sle:ii, 
niu'h  risk  is  involved  from  the  dang  r- 
01  9  elements  which  arise  from  ctiroless- 
ly  interred  bodies,  aud  wh  eh  shifting 
winds  are  sure  to  c:iriy  far   rnd   wide 


Tobacco  aud  Vermin. 

"Jabea  of  Zin,"  a  frequent  contrib- 
uler  to  the  agricultural  columns  of  tho 
New  York  'J rlmiie  mildly  hints  his 
ojiinou  of  a  valuable  insecticide  as  fol- 
lows: 

Of  the  niyri.idof  plant-eatini:  insects 
only  0110  touches  tobacco — aud  he  is  a 
crawling  worm,  sluggi.sli  and  green. 
The  weed  iu  its  plug  form  (administer- 
ed with  emphasis  through  agilu-banel) 
k  Us  wildcats  and  other  birds  of  prey. 
As  cigart'tto  a-lire  it  evaporates  tho 
sapfiy  ^'laiu  of  monkeys  aud  huniau 
dudes,  and  ill  dec.  cliou  and  in  i»moke 
it  is  death  to  all  vermin,  including  low- 
lived lice.  Omniverous  hogs  h:ivon't 
human  nature  enough  toaccept  it.  Wash- 
ed tiioy  return  to  the  m  re-wallow,  and 
inh.sloiio  times  domicileil  what  the 
new  version  oalls  demons;  they  foster 
Ihe  trichiis;  bore  and  a'o  favorite  mo 
dia  of  measels,  but  are  too  wso.  or  not 
me.Tii  euou  rh,  to  uso  the  vile  weed. 
That  d  stinclion  is  mono]K)!i7:ed  by  the 
verdant  reptile  aforesaid,  by  the  rock 
go:it,  and  liy  man,  m.ide  a  little  lower 
thim  the  iingi'Is.  He,  called  to  kuowl- 
eiige  of  tho  I'rulh,  endowed  with  splen- 
did possibilities  of  growth  in  grace, 
andoll'erel  the  power  of  au  eudless 
life — lie  makis  a  cesspool  of  h's  mouth, 
polutes  the  atmosphere  of  stroets  and 
other  public  place.-  with  foul  fumes  aud 
a  worse  breath,  and  tli.sgusts  decency 
by  ejeclions  uijou  si  iewaiks,  in  hotel 
corridors,  ;ind  upon  lloors  of  cars  and 
even  of  churciies,  and  worse  yet,  m:ikes 
exi.^tence  almost  intolerable  to  poor 
wives  and  delicate  women-folk,  poisons 
the  geutle  life  of  little  children  at  the 
(ires  do  aud  has  been  known  to  leave 
iudel  l)le  .itainsou  a  parlor  carpel  wii  le 
attending  a  nei'^hbor's  fu  leral!  And 
farmers,  professed  Clirisiiaus,  but  "dis- 
obedient to  the  heavenly  vision,"  de- 
plete w  th  this  worse  than  usele-^s  crop 
tU'^  land  of  which  they  are  not  "own- 
ers'" but  .stewards,  and  for  whose  occu-

Feediiisr  Work  Horses  iu  Winter. 
It  is  not  fi  good  jilan  to  feed  farm 
horses  much  grain  during  the  winter, 
when  they  have  little  work  to  do.  If 
put  to  labor,  give  them  the  usual  feed; 
but  when  not  at  work,  one-fourth  of  the 
amount  of  grain  given  during  the  busy 
season  is  enough.  Of  course,  they 
must  have  all  tho  goo<l  siover  they 
w  sh.  Horses  do  not  need  much  grain 
at  this  season;  and  if  given  it,  they  do 
not  have  brisk  app^^tites  for  it  in 
spring,  and  likely  will  soon  refui»o  to 
eat  the  amount  of  gra  11  they  need  to 
keep  them  in  good  condition  at  hard 
work.  If.  however,  the  horses  are  fed 
almost  altogether  on  stover  during  the 
winter,  thev  will  not  refuse  gra  n  when 
put  to  work.  Inaction  is  more  apt 
than  the  severest  exertion  to  produce 
ind  gt'St  on;  iiml  if  ihe  horses  are  fed 
r.cli  food  iluring  the  wiuter,  they  are 
apt  lo  meet  the  si>ring  in  poor  condi- 
tion. The  necessary  animal  heat  and 
fat  can  be  made  from  stover.  A  m  x- 
lure  of  straw,  clover,  hay  and  corn 
fodder  mai;ca  an  excellent  food  for 
horses  iu  winter.  If  tmy  grain  is  fed  it 
may  well  be  corn,  reserving  the  oats 
uiit  1  tip-  work  season.  Tiie  horses 
must  be  fed  as  regiilrly  and  carefully 
in  winter  as  when  thev  arc  at  work. 
It  will  nol  do  to  give  them  heavy  fieds 
one  d:iy.  when  the  weather  is  pleasant, 
and  scant  feeds,  later  than  usual  in  the 
morn  ng  and  earlier  iu  the  cvtuiing, 
the  next  day,  because  the  weather  is 
severe.  As  for  sailing,  the  b  'St  plan  is 
to  keep  .salt  always  in  a  small  compart- 
ment in  one  corner  of  tha  feed-box. 
If  the  horses  aro  f'^d  and  watered  regu- 
Itirly,  given  comfortable  shelter.*,  kept 
clean,  supplied  w  th  salt,  and  given  a 
I  ten9))0(.>nt'ul  of  clean  wood  ashes  in 
their  feeil  everv  other  day.  they  will 
nol  need  coudit  on  powders.  When- 
ever a  man  resorts  to  condition  pow- 
der.s,  he  convicts  himself  of  bad  mtin- 
aoeiiieut  of  bi.s  hoivscs. — Ainerican 
A(jriC''.!tiiritt.

Enibalmii.g 
has  long  since  attained  absolute  pei- 
thtir  I  fection,  while  the  elimination  of  for- 
e  gn  substances  by  the  hypodermic  in- 
jection of  chemical  solutions  ha-s  the  ef- 
fect of  pre.-icrv  ng  the  body  intact  for 
an  indefinite  lenirth  of  time.  But  this 
process  can  only  arrest  decay,  it  can 
not  consume  the  mater  al  bulk. 

Some  yetirs  ajo  a  number  of  scientific 
men  advanced  the  idea  of  lithological 
transformation.  This  would  necessi- 
tate the  immersion  of  the  body  in 
chemical  solutions  exceedingly  strong, 
yet  easily  formulated.  The  oliject 
sought  is  aqueous  dissolution,  retaining 
onlv  the  mineral  elements,  which  are 
quickly  metamorphosed  into  a  product 
closely  resembl  ng  chalk.  Or  tbe  pro- 
cess may  be  varied  so  that  hydrated 
compound  of  carbon  or  hydroearbonato 
of  magnesium  will  result.  The  entire 
Btructure,  being  thus  ossified,  can  be

Ninety  one  out  of  every  hundred 
newspaper  writers  do  not  live  to  write, 
but  write  to  live.  The  oonsciences  of 
Iho  papers  are  in  their  owners;  they 
are  the  responsible  men  atid  a  paper  is 
sincere  and  conscientious  just  so  long 
as  it  retleets  their  views,  not  those  of 
Ihe  writers  whose  services  they  retain. 
Has,  then,  the  profssional  writer  no 
conscience?

The  trained  journalist  is  usually  a  man 
of  wide  cuading.  extensive  acquainfanco 
with  public  men  and  earnest  personal 
convictions  on  the  question  of  his  time.
